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L (Currently Amended) A frameworic for isolating a business component from specific 
implenientations of a datastore, comprising: 

a database wrapper in communication with a business component; 
(b\ a domain object factory in communication with the database wrapper; 

(c) \n domain object in communication with ihe domain object factory; and 

(d) todatastore in communication with the domain object , wherein the dgtahiiscjv vrapper 
I2r()\i dcs „ an additiona l abs traction kivcr heiwc cn the domain object ja ciory und the 
husincti<; ooniponent. 

2. (Original) \ l^he framework of claim 1 wherein the database wrapper further comprises a 
database wrappeK inttsrfiice in communication with the business component and a database 
wrapper implemenvition implementing the domain object factory. 

3. (Original) The Vamework of claim 2 wherein the domain object factory further 
comprises a domain o^ecl interface in communication with the database wrapper and a 
domain object factory implementation implementing the domain object, 

4. (Original) The framework of claim 3 wherein the domain object further comprises a 
domain object interface in conTmuni cation with the domain object factory and a domain object 
implementation retrieving data frtmi a datastore. 

5. (Original) The framework m* claim 4 wherein the domain object interface fiirther 
comprises a transient data converter Ipr converting the domain object Prom a persistent state to 
a transient state. 

6. (Original) The framework of claitAs wherein the datastore is a relational database. 

7. (Original) The framework of clmm 3iwherein the datastore is an object database. 

8. (Original) The framework of claim 5 vWierein the datastore is accessed remotely. 

9. (Currently Amended) A method for isolating a business component from specific 
implementations of a datastore, comprising: 

(a) interfacing a database wrapper to a business>^omponent; 

(b) implementing the database wrapper; 
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(c) interfacing a domain object factory to the database wrapper; 

(d) implementing the domain object factory; 
interfacing a domain object to the domain object factory; and 

(f)\ implementing the domain object to retrieve data from a datastore,,_wlierein .Ui^ database 
/ra pper provides an additional a b straction Inver botwccn the domain object fac tory and 
tl]6jM;iji n^ componen t . 

10. (OriginaiyV The method of claim 9 further comprising converting data retrieved from the 
datastore frohfj a persistent state to a transient state. 

1 1 . (Original) \ The method of claim 1 0 wherein the datastore is a relational database. 

12. (Original) Vhe method of claim 1 0 wherein the datastore is an object database. 

1 3. (Original) TRe method of claim 1 0 wherein the datastore is accessed remotely. 

14. (Currently Amended\ A method for isolating a business component from specific 
implementations of a dWtastore, comprising: 

(a) supplying a database wrapper; 

(b) using the database w^pper to begin a database session; 

(c) using the database wrapper to obtain a domain object factory; 

(d) using the domain object Vactory to create a domain object; 

(e) converting tlie domain obj«^t from a pei-sistenl state to a transient state; 

(f) ending the database session^and
